ENCOURAGING  OUTLOOK  FOR  THE 
SISTERS  OF  SERVICE 


When  three  years  ago  the  mission- 
ary endeavour  of  the  Sisters  of  Ser- 
vice was  launched,  doubts  were  enter- 
tained as  to  its  feasability  and  suc- 
cess, yet  with  the  blessing  of  the  Holy 
See,  and  the  encouragement  of  the 
Canadian  Hierarchy,  a  band  of  devot- 
ed women  gave  up  all  that  they  held 
most  dear  and  went  whole-heartedly 
and  resolutely  to  the  Western  Mission 
Field.  The  community  of  the  Sisters 
of  Service  numbers  about  thirty  now, 
and  their  work  extends  almost  from 
coast  to  coast;  from  the  port  of  Hali- 
fax to  Edmonton.  The  seed  of  yester- 
day is  to-day  a  tree  that  spreads  its 
branches  over  our  fair  Dominion. 

The  following  letter  illustrates  the 
value  of  a  very  important  phase  of  (lie 
work  of  the  Sisters;  the  teaching  of 
catechism  in  the  outlying  districts 
where  a  priest  does  not  reside.  The 
work  at  Eston  was  only  an  experiment, 
but  one  which  proved  its  value.  When 
that  experiment  will  be  multiplied  a 
hundredfold  the  Church,  unlike  Rachel*, 
will  cease  to  bewail  her  children— "be- 
cause they  are  not."

To  the  Editor  of  the  Northwest 
Review,  Winnipeg,  Man. 
Dear  Sir, — Early  last  winter  I  was 
given  charge  of  a  number  of  miss'ons, 
my  territory  comprising  all  the  district 
traversed  by  the  Elrose  Branch  of  the 
C.N.R.,  a  distance  of  seventy-five  miles. 
In  such  a  large,  scattered,  thinly-popu- 
lated district  it  is  naturally  impossible 
to  be  everywhere  at  once  or  at  any  one 
place  very  often.  Two  of  my  missions 
were  served  once  a  month,  another  has 
to  wait  for  a  fifth  Sunday.  At  such 
places  it  may  well  be  imagined  that  ex- 


traordinary zeal  on  the  part  of  the  peo- 
ple would  be  necessary  to  preserve  the 
Faith  and  to  hand  it  down  to  their 
children. 

Ever  since  i  first  heard  of  tilts  Sis- 
ters of  Service  'I  have  realized  the 
pressing  necessity  of  their  work  in  dis- 
tricts such  as  I  have  just  mentioned. 
I  have  been  in  almost  every  corner  of 
this  expansive  Archdiocese,  organizing 
and  conducting  missions  during  the 
past  fifteen  years,  and  I  should  know 
something  about  the  actual  condition 
of  the  country.  Consequently  I  got  in 
touch  with  Father  Daly  last  June  with 
the  result  that  Sisters  Stafford  and 
Egan  were  sent  out  here  the  first  week 
in  July.  They  went  first  to  Plato, 
which  has  the  largest  Catholic  popula- 
tion ;  there  they  taught  catechism  to 
a  class  of  thirty-seven  children  for  two 
weeks.  The  classes  were  held  in  the 
church  and  the  Sisters  were  well  taken 
care  of  by  the  hospitable  parishioners. 
From  there  they  went  to  Dinsmore, 
sixty  miles  further  up  the  line,  and 
taught  a  class  of  twenty  children  for 
another  two  weeks.  They  are  now  in 
Eston,  where  they  have  a  class  of  about 
fifteen  children.  At  all  these  place* 
the  children  were  prepared  for  first 
Communion.  It  can  be  realized  how 
impossible  it  would  be  for  one  priest  to 
attend  to  this  work. 

At  all  these  places  the  people  who 
have  spoken  to  me  of  the  work  of  the 
Sisters  are  at  one  in  their  expression 
of  appreciation  and  they  all  want  to 
have  them  back  again.  Speaking  for 
myself.  I  would  say  that  unless  the  Sis- 
ters can  be  kept  in  the  district,  their 
work,  I  am  afraid,  will  not  produce

Return  of  the  Missionaries.

On  Aug.  15th, 
the  birthday  of  our  Institute,  the  pro- 
fessed Sisters  renewed  their  annual 
vows,  and  four  novices  made  profes- 
sions and  two  postulants  received  the 
habit.    The  mustard  seed  is  growing! 

To  the  West  and  to  the  East. 

On  August  17th  Sisters  Donnelly 
and  Burke  left  for  their  Morton  Mis- 
s:on,  followed  a  few  weeks  later  by 
Sisters  Guest  and  Brunning. 

While  they  were  travelling  west- 
ward Rev.  Mother  Lidwina,  accom- 
panied by  Sisters  Egan,  Stafford,  Graf 
and  Rodgers  were  on  their  way  to  the 
extreme  East  to  open  our  new  founda- 
tion in  Halifax.  In  our  next  Bulletin 
we  shall  give  an  extensive  account  of 


the  wonderful  reception  with  which 
our  Sisters  were  met  in  that  old  cit}r 
down  by  the  sea. 

The  Catholic  Complexion  of  our 
Community. 

Catholicism,  in  the  pursuit  of  its 
spiritual  mission,  does  not  know  the 
barriers  of  nationalism.  In  this  mat- 
ter our  Community  is  true  to  form. 
The  cosmopolitan  complexion  of  its 
membership  has  stamped  its  cradle 
with  the  mark  of  a  broad  Catholicism. 
Nationalism,  with  all  its  restricting  in- 
fluences, is  not  known  amongst  usJ, 
since  already  nine  different  nation- 
alities have  representatives  among  our 
members.  Like  the  great  missionary, 
St.  Paul,  we  desire  to  be  "all  to  all." 

Learning  Ruthenian. 

Under  the  skilful  guidance  of  Miss 
Sophia  Ruschtuk,  a  young  teacher  from 
Gallicia,  the  Sisters  are  being  initiated 
into  the  secrets  of  the  Ruthenian  lan- 
guage. It  is  astonishing  how  some  are 
making  good  progress. 

The  knowledge  of  Ruthenian  is 
needed  in  our  Western  missions.  For 
there  are  so  many  Greek  Catholics 
among:  the  new-Canadians.

CAMPAIGNING  FOR  CHRIST  IN 
SASKATCHEWAN 

For  eight  weeks  Sisters  Egan  and  Staf- 
ford have  labored  in  the  missions  of  Eston, 
Sask  At  the  demand  of  the  Archbishop  of 
Regina  and  of  the  local  pastor,  Rev.  Father 
Dufresne,  these  two  'Sisters  went  from  mis- 
sion to  mission  in  that  district,  catechizing 
the  children,  preparing  them  for  their  First 
Communion,  teaching  the  boys  how  to  serve 
Mass  and  prepare  the  altar.    The  people  of 


Plato,  Eston,  and  Dinsmore  gave  our  Sis- 
ter a  whole-hearted  welcome.  They  made 
them  feel  at  home  and  showed  by  their 
kindness  and  generosity  how  much  they 
appreciated  what  our  missionary  Sisters 
were  doing  for  them  and  their  children. 

This  campaign  was  an  experiment.  Let 
us  hope  that  the  day  is  not  far  when  hun- 
dreds of  Sisters  will  be  occupied  in  this 
work  of  education  throughout  the  Prairie 
Provinces — "Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of 
the  Harvest  that  He  send  forth  laborers 
into  the  field." 


Do  you  feel  responsible  for  our  Home  Missions/     If  not,  then  is  something  want- 
ing in  your  Catholic  life. 
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First  Communion  at  Camp  Morton. 

On  June  13th  thirty-nine  children  re- 
ceived their  First  Holy  Communion  at  St. 
Anthony's  church,  Camp  'Morton.  It  is  al- 
ways an  impressive  sight  to  see  the  little 
g'rls  in  their  white  dresses  and  veils,  and 
the  boys  with  white  ribboins  round  their 
arms,  each  receiving  into  their  pure  and 
innocent  hearts  their  God  and  Creator  for 
the  first  time. 

In  spite  of  the  inclemency  of  the  weither 
parents  and  friends  came  to  the  church,  not 
only  from  Camp  Morton,  but  also  from 
Gimli  and  Winnipeg  Beach.  Reverend  Fa- 
ther Maciaszek  was  assisted  by  Fa- 
ther Hilland  of  St.  Joseph's,  Winnipeg,  who 
gave  an  eloquent  sermon  in  English  to  the 
children,  and  to  the  parents  in  German. 
On  the  following  day  the  children  renewed 
their  Baptismal  Vows  This  was  the  first 
ceremony  of  First  Communion  held  in  St.

School  Class. 

King  Edward  School,  Number  One,  clos- 
ed for  the  summer  vacation  on  June  30th, 
with  a  little  entertainment.  The  school 
room  was  decorated  with  balsam  branches 
heavily  loaded  with  beautifully  green  and 
red  cones,  many  wild  brier  roses,  large  wood 
lilies  and  other  wild  flowers. 

A  number  of  visitors  from  the  city  had 
already  arrived  at  the  Camp  and  some  of 
them  came  to  the  school,  among  others 
several  (Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  and  some  Sis- 


ters of  Providence.  The  Sisters  of  Service 
were  also  there.  The  program  consisted 
of  school  songs  and  readings  and  the  chil- 
dren had  a  display  of  their  colored  char- 
coal drawings  and  water  color  paintings 
of  wild  flowers.  The  visitors  were  most  ap- 
preciative of  all  they  saw  and  heard,  and  we

think  the  children  felt  encouraged  by  the 
good  feeling  shown. 

Sister  Guest,  having  contracted  a  severe 
cold,  could  not  hold  her  school  closing  be- 
fore leaving.  She  was  then  in  the  hospital. 
Her  health  now,  thank  God,  has  wonderfully 
improved. 

In  Edmonton. 

After  the  survey  work  which  took 
up  their  time  and  attention  at  first,  the 
Sisters  have  been  busy  working  among  the 
Ruthenians.  At  Berveley,  a  Ruthenian  set- 
tlement on  the  outskirts  of  the  city,  they 
have  organized  a  catechism  chss.  Twice 
a  week  they  give  to  the  children  sewing 
lessons. 

Sister  Rodgers  has  joined  the  Edmonton 
community.  It  is  now  their  plan  to  organ- 
ize a  catechetical  work  in  the  outlying  mis- 
sion posts  of  the  Archdiocese.

the  results  that  I  hope  for.  An  agency 
such  as  this,  that  will  keep  in  touch 
with  the  children  is,  in  my  opinion,  a 
very  real  need.  It  is  my  aim  to  estab- 
lish in  one  of  the  centres  a  home  for 
children  from  surrounding  districts 
who  are  attending  school,  where  they 
would  receive  proper  training  and  re- 
ligious instruction.  For  work  like  this 
the  Sisters  are  specially  fitted. 

Father  Daly,  who  was  unable  to 
come  here,  as  he  intended,  and  see  the 
work  of  the  Sisters  for  himself,  wrote 
me  as  follows : 

' '  May  I  ask  you  a  favour  ?  Give  me 
your  sincere  impression  of  the  value  of 
the  Avork  of  the  Sisters.  This  is  the 
first  experiment,  and  naturally  we  are 
wishing  to  do  our  best  to  help  the 
Church.  I  would  like  to  have  your 
candid  opinion  and  open  criticism  of 
its  value." 

To  which  I  replied  in  part  as  fol- 
lows : 

"I  am  so  pleased  with  the  work  that 
Sisters  Egan  and  Stafford  have  done  in 
my  district  that  I  am  more  than  ever 
determined  to  have  them  in  the  Dio- 
cese of  Regina.  And  T  want  to  be  their 
spiritual  director.  I  Avant  to  be  a  se- 
cond Father  Daly  to  them.  Having 
worked  in  the  Diocese  of  Regina  since 
1908 — having  worked  in  the  four  corn- 
ers of  the  diocese — I  think  I  know  the 
needs  of  the  Church,  and  one  of  our 
crying  needs  is  the  presence  of  the  Sis- 
ters of  Service  to  look  after  our  girls 
and  boys  scattered  in  the  districts 
where  the  parish  priest  visits  only 
once  a  month.  You  know  besides  that 
all  these  children  are  going  to  neutral 
schools,  daily  mixing  with  children  of 
different  religious.'' 

I  am  asking  you  to  publish  this  ap- 
preciation of  the  work  of  the  Sisters, 
because,  being  an  eye-witness  to  their 
work,  I  think  my  testimony  is  of  some 
importance.    As  Father  Daly  has  said, 


this  is  the  first  experiment,  and  in  such 
a  case  first-hand  information  is  what 
counts.

CATHOLIC  PROBLEMS 

By  GEORGE  THOMAS  DALY.  OSS.B.

EXTENDING  OUR  FRONTIERS 

The  day  Canada  opened  her  new  Prairie  Provinces  to  immigration  a  now  era 
dawned  upon  the  history  of  our  Dominion. 

The  Canadian  Pacific  had  just  accomplished  its  gigantic  undertaking  of 
binding'  our  Confederation  with  a  hoop  of  steel.  Through  that  great  enterprise, 
our  scattered  Provinces  were  knitted  into  a  nation.  A  new  Dominion,  or  rather 
an  extended  Dominion,  had  been  created.  Never  before  was  our  sublime  and 
graphic  motto,  "From  sea  to  sea."  so  literally  realized.  From  the  storm-swept 
Atlantic  to  the  sun-kissed  Pacific,  from  the  very  confines  of  the  earth  on  the  North 
to  the  Great  Lakes  and  tin1  majestic  St.  Lawrence  on  the  South,  Canada  now  holds 
her  peaceful  Dominion. 

As  the  land  is  being  populated,  the  frontiers  of  Canada  are  pushed  back. 
For  the  human  factor  is  what  counts  in  the  making  of  a  country  into  a  nation. 
So  Canada  with  its  vas1  areas  of  potential  arable  hind  is  still  in  the  making. 

The  Church  of  God  follows  the  development  of  the  country.  While  earthly 
interests  are  taken  dp  with  the  conquest  of  the  soil  and  the  conversion  of  its 
wealth  by  industry  into  the  commodities  of  life,  the  ambassadors  of  Christ  are 
pre-occupied  with  the  conquest  of  souls.  The  missionary  priests  and  religious 
form  the  peaceful  army  of  Christ's  Church.  Their  sole  aim  and  ambition  in  life 
is  to  extend  her  spiritual  frontier. 

On  the  very  fringe  of  Canadian  civilization,  the  missionary  "Sisters  of  Ser- 
vice" are  taking  a  very  small  part  as  yet  in  that  noble  conquest.  In  the  humble 
village  schools  of  Camp  Morton,  Man.,  in  the  cottage  hospital  of  Viina,  Alta.,  in 
the  catechetical  work  in  the  remote  rural  districts,  through  the  religious  corres- 
pondence course  by  which  they  are  trying  to  establish  eontacl  with  distant  settlers 
on  the  Prairies,  our  Sisters  are  trying  in  their  humble  way  to  help  Mother  Church 
in  her  sublime  mission.  Would  to  God  thai  to-day  hundreds  of  their  mission  sta- 
tions dotted  the  sparsely-settled  stretches  of  our  prairies!  Bef6re  long,  the  spir- 
itual tragedy  we  are  witnessing  in  the  Home  Mission  Field  would  "oe  changed 
into  a  romance  that  would  rejoice  the  angels  in  heaven.

With  the  New  Canadians  in  Toronto. 

The  Catholic  Women's  Hostel,  4  Welles- 
ley  Place,  still  continues  to  welcome  hun- 
dreds of  girls  from  across  land  and  sea. 
To  the  "New  Canadian"  the  word  "Hostel" 
spells  home. 

Here  the  girls  come  for  an  evening  of 
real  fun,  to  entertain  and  be  entertained. 
If  out  of  work,  in  sorrow,  sickness  or  dis- 
tress, their  first  thought  is  the  Hostel, 
knowing  that  they  will  find  there  help  and 
sympathy. 

On  December  23rd  (Santa  Claus  personal- 
ly visited  the  Hostel  and  renewed  the  ac- 
quaintance of  over  a  hundred  of  his  girls 
whom  he  had  last  seen  in  the  "Old  Coun- 
try." Santa  received  a  right  hearty  wel- 
come, and  before  leaving  gave  to  every 
one  a  present  off  the  Christmas  tree.  These 
gifts  were  kindly  donated  by  the  Immigra- 
tion Committee  of  the  Catholic  Women  s 
League. 

But  it  is  not  all  merriment  at  the  Hos- 
tel. It  has  its  practical  side  too,  as  the 
fellowing  report  of  October,  November  and 
December    1925,  shows: 

Meals  served   3,374 

Girls  placed    143 

Beds  provided    1,238 

These  figures  mean  service  to  our  New- 
Canadians  from  across  the  ©eas. 

A  collection  was  taken  up  at  the  doors 
of  the  churches  in  Toronto  by  the  Ladies  of 
the  C.W.L.  in  favor  of  our  Hostel.  This  col- 
lection brought  in  $1,342.66.  All  those  who 
helped  in  this  kind  endeavour  have  our 
most  sincere  thanks. 

In  Northern  Alberta. 

Vilna  is  our  first  hospital  venture  in 
the  Home  Mission  Field.    The  surrounding 


community  is  typically  new-Canadian,  Ru- 
thenians  predominating. 

The  Hospital  was  formerly  a  branch  of 
the  Canadian  Bank  of  Commerce;  so  we 
have  transformed  the  temple  of  Mammon 
into  a  shrine  of  charity.  It  will  be  known 
as  the  General  Hospital  of  Vilna.    A  very

pretentious  name  if  you  wish,  for  a  little 
10-bed  cottage  hospital.  Yet  the  charity  of 
the  Sisters  to  all  will  justify,  we  know,  the 
truth  of  its  name. 

Sister  Wymbs  and  her  small  but  valiant 
staff  of  Sister  Geraghty  and  Sister  Gardiner, 
are  hard  at  work.  Already  they  have  re- 
ceived patients  and  are  giving  them  all  the 
care  that  a  trained  Religious  nursing  Sis 
ter  can  give.

Les- 
sons are  sent  to  these  children  followed  by 
a  questionaire  which  the  children  fill  up,

and  send  to  the  Sisters  for  correction.  Much 
good  is  being  accomplished  this  way  in 
bringing  home  to  the  younger  generation 
the  truths  of  Religion. 

Down  by  the  Sea. 

On  the  landing  stage  or  Pier  No.  2,  at 
Halifax,  the  Sisters  of  Service  can  now  be 
seen  at  the  arrival  of  every  trans-Atlantic 
liner.  They  are  there  at  the  Gateway  of 
the  Dominion  to  welcome  those  coming 
from  distant  countries  to  this  land  of  their 
adoption,  The  following  report  of  Octo- 
ber, 192i5,  gives  some  idea  of  the  variety  of 
their  work.  They  were  present  at  the  ar- 
rival of  fifteen  ocean  liners,  and  the  na- 
tionalities represented  were:  English, 
Irish,  Scotch,  Germans,  Poles,  Russian-,, 
Italians,  Roumanians,  Norwegians,  Swedes, 
Maltese,   French,    Czecho-slavs,    Finns,  Sy- 


rians, Jews,  Hungarians,  Dutch  and  Jugo- 
slavs. Among  this  polyglot  list  of  passen- 
gers 210  were  Catholics. 

To  understand  the  value  of  this  work 
we  should  realize  that  the  bond  of  Catho- 
licity gives  a  special  feature  to  the  wel- 
come extended  to  the  [New-Canadians  by  our 
Sisters.  They  are,  as  it  were,  handmaids  of 
Mloittier  Church,  and  in  her  name,  welcome 
and  help  the  new-comers  to  the  country. 

We  owe  to  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Jus- 
t:ce  'Meagher,  K.S.G.,  the  home  where  the 
(Sisters  now  live,  and  his  continued  kindness 
and  co-operation  make  us  look  upon  the 
venerable  old  Judge  as  the  Father  of  our 
Institute  in  Halifax.  'Before  the  arrival 
of  the  Sisters  he  had  solicited  from  several 
of  his  friends  funds  for  the  furnishing  of 
their  house,  and  we  feel  that  we  owe  here  an

were  most  kind  to  our  Sisters  and  helped 
them  also  by  contributions  in  money  and 
kind  to  feel  that  they  were  welcome.  The 
various  communities  received  them  also  as 
co-workers  in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord. 
The  Sisters  of  Charity,  the  Madames  of  the 
Sacred  Heart,  and  the  Sisters  of  the  Good 
Shepherd  vied  with  one  another  in  kind- 
ness and  generosity. 

Sunday,  December  13  th,  was  a  great 
day  for  our  iSisters  in  Halifax,  as  His  Grace 
the  Archbishop  formally  opened  and  bless- 
ed the  home.  Members1  of  the  clergy  and 
numerous  friends  graced  with  their  pres- 
ence this  auspicious  occasion  .  On  the  fol- 
lowing day  Mass  was  said  for  the  first 
time  in  the  little  chapel  of  the  Convent. 

The  following  address  from  the  children 
of  the  (Sacred  Heart  Convent  is,  we  feel,  an 
expression  of  the  feelings  with  which  our 
Sisters  are  regarded:

By  your  help  the  bark  of  Peter  will 
rest  secure  upon  our  coast  and  the  one

ness and  your  care. 

May  that  Ocean  of  Love,  the  Heart  of 
Jesus,  cause  blessings  to  flood  your  way  un-

THE  SPIRIT  OF  ADOPTION 


The  inequality  in  the  distribution  of 
God's  gifts  to  human  nature,  both  in  the  na- 
tural and  supernatural  order,  is  an  obvious 
fact.  Humanity  is  divided  into  clisses, 
some  more  favored  than  others.  This  fact 
cannot  be  eliminated  by  the  practice  of  jus- 
tice alone.  For  justice  is  based  on  existing 
rights  which  in  turn  rests  on  facts  of  hu- 
man nature. 

On  the  surface  it  would  appear  as  if 
God,  the  common  Father  of  all,  had  not 
been  jusit  in  the  division  of  His  benefits  to 
mankind.  This  we  know  is  untrue  and  re- 
pugnant to  our  belief  in  an  all-wise  and 
loving  Providence. 

Yet  the  fact  remains,  although  its  en- 
tire explanation  lies  beyond  the  reach  of 
a  finite  mind.  For  how  can  ever  a  finite 
mind  embrace  in  all  its  entirety  the  in- 
finite scheme  of  God's  wisdom,  power  and 
love? 

When  examined  at  a  closer  range  and 
studied  in  the  light  of  faith,  this  basic  in- 
equality between  man  is  destined  not  to 
divide  men,  but  to  unite  them  together 
more  closely.  The  chasm  that  separates 
them  and  that  justice  alone  cannot  span, 
is  bridged  over  by  Christian  brotherhood. 
We  are  all  children  of  a  common  "Father. 


Who  is  in  heaven."  "For."  says  St.  Paul, 
"you  have  not  received  the  spirit  of  bond- 
age again  in  fear,  but  you  have  received  the 
spirit  of  adoption  of  sons  whereby  we  cry: 
Abba   (Father)."     (Rom.  viii.,  15). 

And  just  as  God  has  adopted  us  as  His 
children,  so  should  we  adopt  all  men  as  our 
brothers.  The  fatherhood  of  God  has  cre- 
ated the  brotherhood  of  man.  One  is  corre- 
lative of  the  other.  Charity  is  therefore  des- 
tined to  supplement  the  deficiencies  of  jus- 
tice, giving  to  each  of  us  that  spirit  of 
adoption  whereby  the  rich  adopt  the  poor, 
the  more  favored,  with  the  help  of  the 
Church,  care  for  those  who  are  deprived  of 
them. 

Listen,  gentle  reader,  to  the  urge  of  this 
spirit  of  adoption.  How  many  souls  out 
West,  deprived  of  the  doctrine,  care  and 
sacraments  of  the  Church,  could  you  not 
adopt?  Do  you  wish  to  do  so?  The  Sis- 
ters of  Service  will  be  your  proxy  in  that 
great  home  mission  field.  With  your  help 
and  prayers  they  will  adopt  those  souls 
and  together  with  them  we  will  bless  and 
praise  our  Father  who  is  in  heaven.  We 
will  be  doing  what  He  wished  us  to  do.  By 
our  co-operation  in  this  missionary  work 
we  will  be  entering  into  the  plans  of  God 
loving  Providence.

attended. 

Throughout  the  winter  season  the  girls 
have  been  entertained  by  carefully  selected 
musical  and  dramatic  programs  arrange:! 
by  GVEiss  Olga  Griffin  and  her  many  friends. 
We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  ex- 
pressing our  most  sincere  gratitude  to  those 
who  so  kindly  gave  of  their  time  and  tal- 
ents to  entertain  our  girls. 

Camp  Morton. 

Sister  Donnelly,  Superior  of  the  little 
iMorton  Mission,  gives  us  great  accounts  of 
the  work  they  are  doing  there.  Botli 
schools  have  had  a  good  attendance,  an;l 
Sister  Brunning  has  done  much  good  work 
among  the  sick.  A  serious  epidemic  of 
scarlet  fever  in  the  district  resulted  in  much 
misery  and  poverty  among  the  people,  and 
the  services  of  the  S.O.'S.  nurse  were  very 
much  in  demand.  One  pathetic  case  of  a 
little  blind  girl  is  recorded.  iShe  was  lying 
on  the  point  of  death  and  was  nursed  back 
to  life  again,  and  she  now  depends  for 
everything  to  keep  body  and  soul  together, 
on  her  "Sister  of  Service  nurse."

The  Sunday  School  classes  conducted  in 
various  parts  of  the  city  are  giving  good 
results.

Al- 
ready much  good  work  has  been  done  by 
their  system  of  "Catechism  by  mail" — the 
Sisters  sending  out  sets  of  questions  to 
children  on  lonely  homesteads,  and  correct- 
ing the  answers  when  they  are  returned  to 
them.

As 
the  great  ship  draws  into  the  land  and  her 
passengers  are  put  on  shore,  they  look  for 
help,  but  now  in  Halifax  they  look  not  in 
vain,  for  from  the  crowd  of  onlookers  wo- 
men come  forward  wearing  the  grey 
habit  of  the  Sisters  of  Service.  They  wel- 
come the  stranger,  help  him,  and  make 
him  feel  that  he  has  real  friends  in  this 
country,  friends  who,  in  the  name  of  the 
Church,  will  do  all  in  their  power  to  make 
him  feel  at  home.  Two  of  the  fSisters  are  at 
the  port  to  meet  every  boat  that  comes  in, 
and  to  direct  the  new  arrivals,  and  we  of- 
ten hear  girls,  coming  to  our  Toronto  Hostel 
for  the  first  time,  say  how  they  were  met  at 
the  port  by  (Sisters  "dressed  just  like  you," 
and  what  a  hearty  welcome  they  received 
from  them.

This  "follow  up"  work  which  is  being 
done  by  the  Sisters  has  been  of  immense 
help  in  keeping  the  new  arrivals  in  touch 
with  the  Church  and  of  providing  them 
with  the  helpful  kindness  of  members  of 
the  Catholic  Women's  League  in  their  new 
homes. 

Winnipeg  C.W.L.  Hostel. 

The  new  C.W.L.  Hostel  was  formally 
opened  by  His  Grace  the  Archbishop  of  Win- 
nipeg on  April  12.  Large  crowds  availed 
themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  visiting 
the  house  and  were  most  generous  in  giv- 
ing donations  of  money  and  kind  to  the 
Sisters.  The  Catholic  Women's  League  of 
Winnipeg  have  undertaken  the  financial 
burden  in  respect  to  property  and  taxes,  in- 
surance, fuel,  etc.,  and  have  also  furnished 
the  house.  Already  some  girls  have  taken  up 
their  quarters  in  the  new  Hostel,  which  pro- 
mises to  provide  a  home  for  those  whose 
own  homes  are  far  away.  Sister  Church  is 
in  charge  of  the  new  foundation  and  will 


be  joined  in  the  near  future  by  iSister 
Pickup.  In  the  next  number  of  "The  Field 
at  Home"  we  hope  to  give  a  fuller  account 
of  the  work  being  done  there.

There  is  in  the  heart  of  the  woman 
an  inexhaustible  fund  of  sympathy  and 
devotedness.  These  treasures  lie  bnried 
within  the  folds  of  her  affectionate  be- 
ing. We  witness  them  in  their  manifold 
and  rich  manifestations,  but  the  depths 
from  which  they  spring  are  beyond  the 
reach  of  the  analytical  powers  of  man. 
For  God  made  her  to  be  a  mother — and 
who  could  ever  fully  analyze  the  depth, 
breadth  and  immensity  of  a  mother's 
heart. 

Great  is  the  triumph  of  grace  in  a 
real  Christian  mother's  life.  The  child 
of  God  is  her  child,  "the  blood  of  her 
blood,  the  bone  of  her  bone/'  By  her 
example,  her  instruction  and  her  guid- 
ance lie  is  born  again  to  a  higher  life. 
That  frail  and  passing  life  she  has 
given  him  is  but  the  foundation  of  an 
everlasting  one. 

Yet  the  greatest  victory  of  grace  is 
the  sacrifice  woman  makes  of  all  her 
maternal  instincts  so  that  they  may  be 
devoted  to  the  spiritual  regeneration 
of  others.  By  her  vow  of  Chastity  the 
consecrated  Sister  gives  to  her  life  a 
wider  field  of  action.  She  refuses  the 
temporal  joys  of  motherhood  to  give 
to  more  souls  a  more  abundant  life. 


Christ  alone  could  have  inspired  and 
helped  her  to  embrace  with  Him  and 
for  Him  this  noble  endeavour.  But 
it  is  not  given  to  all  to  aspire  to  these 
heights  of  self-sacrifice.  Only  those 
who  hear  and  understand  the  call  of 
the  Master  can  follow  Him  beyond 
the  beaten  path  into  the  wider  fields 
of  the  Catholic  apostolate. 

As  the  Missionary  Sister  wends  her 
way  into  these  fields,  her  Catholic  Sis- 
ter, tied  to  the  world  by  other  bonds, 
cannot  suppress  her  admiration  for 
her  calling  and  her  courage  to  follow 
it.  Her  faith  tells  her  that  her  conse- 
crated Sister  was  born  for  a  higher 
purpose  and  a  greater  work.  Yet  she 
wishes  to  share  with  her  the  greater 
field  which  stretches  far  beyond  the 
narrow  boundaries  of  her  own  home  or 
her  own  associations.  The  urge  of 
spiritual  motherhood  stirs  her  Christian 
heart  to  its  very  depths.  She  loves  to 
follow  in  thought  and  in  prayer  her 
Missionary  Sister  teaching  the  New- 
Canadians  in  the  little  school-house  on 
the  prairie,  catechising  them,  caring 
for  the  sick  in  the  little  cottage  hos- 
pital in  the  outposts,  receiving  the  Im- 
migrant at  the  Port  and  in  our  larger 
centres.  But  spiritual  motherhood 
means  sacrifice.  So  she  will  pray  and 
deprive  herself  of  the  petty  comforts 
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of  life  to  come  to  the  assistance  of  her 
sister  who  is  working  for  God  and 
souls. 

From  the  days  of  Bethlehem,  Nazar- 
eth and  Calvary  it  has  been  the  eternal 
privilege  of  Catholic  women  to  sponsor 
and  mother  every  missionary  endeavor 
in  the  Church  of  God.  They  have  stood 
by  the  Church  in  the  mission  field  as 
they  stood  by  the  Master  when  He 
walked  by  the  high-ways  and  by-ways 
of    Galilee    and    Judea.     Yes,  great

For  on  this  highway  the  pacific  forces 
of  the  Great  King  have  marched  to 
fresh  battles,  to  new  victories. 

The  missionary  ''Sisters  of  Service" 
are  blazing  a  new  trail  in  the  home- 


mission  field  of  Canada.  Their  noble 
ambition  is  to  bring  and  keep  the  Faith 
to  the  settlers  who  have  come  from 
abroad  and  are  now  carving  their  home- 
steads in  the  great  sparsely  populated 
regions  of  the  West.  Although  the  In- 
stitute counts  but  four  years  of  exist- 
ence, they  have  built  a  highway  that 
now  stretches  from  Halifax  to  the  foot- 
hills of  the  Rockies.

In  this  settlement  on  the  shores  of  Lake 
Winnipeg,  the  Sisters  are  in  charge  of 
two  public  schools.  A  nurse  gives  her 
time  and  care  to  the  sick  of  this  local- 


ity. On  Sundays  they  go  into  the  sur- 
rounding neighbourhood  to  teach  cate- 
chism. The  presence  of  the  Sisters  in 
this  locality  has  already  proven  to  be  h 
great  help  to  the  Church.  But  the  real 
hope  of  the  future,  they  claim,  is  in  the 
rising  generation.

In  Winnipeg,  where  the  Sisters  have 
just  been  established,  the  opportunity 
for  immigration  work  is  great.  Winni- 
peg by  its  Geographical  position,  is  the 
gateway  of  the  West,  the  great  distri- 
buting centre  of  the  Prairie  Provinces. 
The  care  of  the  new-comer  is  at  that 
point  of  paramount  importance. 

The  C.W.L..  realizing  this  fact,  lias 
purchased  a  beautiful  home,  very  cen- 


trally located,  as  a  Catholic  Hostel  for 
resident  and  transient  immigrant  girls. 
At  the  request  of  His  Grace  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Winnipeg,  the  Sisters  of  Ser- 
vice  have  taken  charge  of  this  work. 
Seconded  by  a  generous  and  intelligent 
co-operation  of  the  C.W.L.,  they  will 
meet  here  with  the  same  success  that 
has  crowned  their  efforts  in  the  Toron- 
to and  Halifax  Hostels.

I  was  born  when  the  world  itself  was  in 
the  birth-throes  of  creation.  I  am  by  na- 
ture the  highest  and  purest  expression  of  the 
world's  primary  and  basic  elements.

If  to-day  in  Canada  our  missions  are 
struggling  against  poverty  and  our 
missionaries  wondering  often  how  they 
will  make  ends  meet,  it  is  due  in  a  large 
measure  to  the  fact  that  our  Catholics 
who  have  wealth  do  not  understand  the 
Christian  principles  that  govern  its  pos- 
session. They  take  for  granted  that  the 
money  they  made  or  received  through 
inheritance,  is  absolutely  and  uncondi- 
tionally theirs.  Because  they  are  not 
or  will  not  be  persuaded  they  hold 
wealth  1 1  as  the  stewards  of  God's  Pro- 
vidence." We  continue  to  be  shock- 
ed by  their  insensibility  to  the  wants 
and  needs  of  the  Church,  particularly 
in  the  great  home-mission  field.  Their 
selfish  life  continues  to  be  a  painful 
exhibition  of  pleasure  and  luxury.  With 
the  very  crumbs  that  fall  from  their 
table  one  could  build  mission  chapels 
and  provide  for  a  more  decent  living 
for  God's  priests. 

But  some  of  them  may  say  that  it 
is  nobody's  business  what  they  do  with 
their  money.  It  is  their  money.  .  .  hard- 
earned  money.  This  view  is  erroneous 
and  not  consonant  with  Catholic  doc- 
trine on  this  matter. 

Leo  XIII.,  quoting  St.  Francis,  said : 
"Man  should  not  consider  his  outward 
possessions  as  his  own,  but  as  common 


to  all,  so  as  to  share  them  without  hesi- 
tation when  others  are  in  need."  The 
immortal  Pope  then  adds:  "Whoever 
has  received  from  the  Divine  bounty 
a  large  share  of  temporal  blessings.  .  . 
has  received  them  for  the  perfecting 
of  his  own  nature,  and,  at  the  same 
time,  that  he  may  employ  them  as 
stewards  of  God's  Providence  for  the 
benefit  of  others." 

Superfluous  wealth,  by  the  laws  of 
Christian  charity,  belongs  to  the  poor. 
Its  possession,  therefore,  by  any  indi- 
vidual is  moral  in  just  as  much  as  it 
serves  the  purpose  for  which  Divine 
Providence  has  given  it  to  him. 

How  many  to-day  understand  this 
doctrine  and  feel  themselves  in  con- 
science bound  by  it.  Yet  a  moral  truth 
is  as  binding  as  a  dogmatic  one. 

When  we  see  our  wealthy  Catholic 
taking  life  so  easy,  spending  their 
money  so  lavishly  on  automobiles,  tra- 
velling, entertaining,  dress,  sport  .  .  . 
and  on  the  other  hand  the  missionfield 
at  their  very  doors  so  poor,  so  weak, 
for  want  of  generous  support,  the 
thought  naturally  comes  to  one 's  mind : 
are  our  rich  Catholics  doing  their  duty? 
The  sad  answer  to  this  comparative 
statement  is :  No !  Money  here  talks 
louder  than  conscience.

OBJECT  OF  THE  INSTITUTE. 

Placed  under  the  patronage  of  Our  Lady 
of  Perpetual  Help  the  Institute  of  the  Sis- 
ters of  Service  is  a  missionary  Society  that 
has  for  its  object  the  sanctification  of  its 
members  and  the  spiritual  care  of  the  most 
abandoned  souls  in  the  outlying  districts  of 
the  field  at  home. 

The  members  of  this  Institute  after  being 
thoroughly  prepared  by  a  sound  and  deep 
religious  training  and  well  instructed  in 
their  particular  work,  take  annual  vows  of 
Poverty,  Chastity  and  Obedience  for  some 
years,  and  then  make  perpetual  profession 
of  them. 

After  six  months  of  postulancy,  one  year 
of  novitiate  and,  when  necessary,  six  months 
or  more  of  immediate  preparation,  the  Sis- 
ters are  sent  out  into  their  field  of  service. 

Wearing  a  simple  and  neat  grey  uni- 
form, they  establish  small  communities  in 
the  sparsely-settled  missions,  particularly 
where  there  is  no  resident  priest.  There 
they  catechize  the  children  and  prepare 
them  for  their  first  Communion  and  Confir- 
mation; they  take  charge  of  schools  and 
small  hospitals,  and  engage  in  various  char- 
itable and  social  works.  Fully  qualified, 
some  as  catechists,  some  as  teachers,  nurses 
or  social  workers,  they  will,  under  the  dir- 
ection of  ecclesiastical  authority,  serve  the 
Church  and  Country  in  these  outlying  dis- 
tricts of  our  mission  field  where  now  the 
Church  is  witnessing  a  great  leakage  among 
her  children. 

The  reception  and  direction  of  immi- 
grants at  our  ocean  ports  and  the  charge 
of  Hostels  in  our  large  distributing  centres, 
will  also  be  their  work. 


II. 

REQUISITE  CONDITIONS.  FOR  THE 
ENTRANCE  INTO  THE  INSTITUTE. 

1.  OBJECT: 

A  pious  disposition  and  an  earnest  desire 
of  sanctifying  one's  soul. 

A  noble  ambition  of  devoting  one's  life 
to  the  Catechetical,  Missionary  and  Charit- 
able labours  of  the  Society  among  the  most 
abandoned  souls  in  the  scattered  mission- 
places,  particularly  among  the  foreign  born. 

2.  MORAL  CHARACTER.  MENTAL 

FITNESS: 

Candidates  must  be  of  irreproachable 
character;  must  possess  sound  judgment, 
and  be  capable  of  undertaking,  or  at  least 
fitting  themselves  for  one  or  the  other 
branch  of  the  work  of  the  Institute. 

3.  HEALTH: 

Candidates  must  have  good  health  in  or- 
der to  support  the  labours  of  a  missionary 
life.    A  doctor's  certificate  is  required. 

4.  AGE: 

Applicants  must  be  at  least  17  years  of 
age,  and  not  above  35  years. 

Widows,  within  the  above  ages  and  free 
from  family  ties  and  impediments,  will  also 
be  accepted. 

Older  applicants  possessing  suitable  quali- 
fications, may  be  admitted,  by  exception. 

5.  CERTIFICATES  AND  REFERENCES: 
Certificates  of  Baptism  and  Confirmation 

are  required;  also  a  letter  of  recommenda- 
tion from  the  Pastor  or  Confessor. 

Letters  of  application  from  young  women 
having  a  vocation  for  this  work  should  con- 
tain full  information  on  each  one  of  the 
above-named  conditions.
